A decision in principle has been 
taken to extend the service of con- 
scripts and regular army members 
who are essential to the war effort.

ft is clear that the extension of 
service will be temporary and 
therefore not require an amend- 
ment to the law, as in 1966 and 1967 
when service was formally extended 
from 26 months to 30-months, and 
then to the current three years, 
There was another extension of ser- 
vice, after the Yom Kippur War, but 
this was temporary. At that time, 
soldiers wha stayed on were given 
regular army salaries. 

The idea to extend military ser- 
vice was brought up by the IDF's 
manpower branch.

Another day of talk 
on evacuation terms

“I'm between a fed-up Habib and 
a fed-up Wazzan and a difficult 
PLO," former Lebanese prime 
minister Sa’eb Salam told jour- 
nalists in Beirut yesterday — “and 1 
am the only one who is not fed-up."” 

Salam, who has been the chief 
link between the PLO, U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib and Lebanese Prime 
Minister Shafik Wazzan, made the 
remark in the middle of what ap- 
Pears to have been another day of 
largely fruitless talks on the condi- 
tions of the PLO’s exodus from 
Beirut. 

He confirmed what has been ap- 
parent for several days — that the 
PLO has come to terms with the 
fact that it will have to leave Beirut 
— in ppite of continuing bellicose 
PLO statements to the contrary — 
and that yesterday's discussions 
dealt largely with how the PLO ex- 
odus will be implemented. 

“Where do they go? How do they 
go?” he asked. “Who will be 
responsible for taking their arms 
from them?” These, he said, are all 
complicated issues that could not be 
resolved overnight. 

Neither Wazzan nor Habib had 
anything substantive to say about 
yesterday's talks. Wazzan simply 
remarked that “today we are in a 
better condition than yesterday.” 
noting that “things are in a constant 
give and take.” 

Habib merely said: “We are 
working, we are continuing the 
work.” 

Sources close to the negotiations 
are quoted as saying, however, that 
the negotiators were becoming in- 
creasingly bogged down in details 
and that new demands were con. 


stantly being put forward by both 
the PLO and Israel. 

Before meeting with Habib. Waz- 
zan conferred at the Ba'abda Palace 
with Lebanon's army and police 
commanders. Palace sources, wha 
requested anonymity. said the dis- 
cussions deah with a rapid deploy- 
ment of the Lebanese army in West 
Beirut to supervise a PLO retreat 
from the city to a cluster of camps 
and neighbourhoods on the capital's 
southern flank as a first slep toward 
surrendering heavy arms and leav- 
ing. 

It was not clear last night if the 
PLO was still insisting that Israel 
withdraw five kilometres from 
Beirut before it began its evacua- 
tion, and that it be allowed to retain 
a political and a token military 
presence in Lebanon. 

None of these demands is 
believed to be acceptable to Israel. 
and the PLO’s insistence on them 
has apparently been, at least in 
part. a bid to muy time while, 
diplomatic pressure was brought to 
bear on Israel to soften its own 
terms for the PLO’s withdrawal 
from Beirut. ; 

If this has, in fact, been the case, 
the PLO was undoubtsdly en- 
couraged by U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig's message to Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin yester-

The sources note that this started 
about a week ago, stopping last 


Thursday and Friday during the in- 
tense Israeli artillery and Air Force 
attacks on the city. But since Satur- 
day there has been accelerated ac- 
tivity, the sources said. 

Observers say that all this action 
does not necessarily mean that the 
PLO is rejecting the political ac- 
tivity in progress, but is rather “in- 
dicative of the normal military 
procedures a surrounded enemy 
would take.”

Lebanese army reports arrest of terrorists 


Lebanese army personnel have 
announced the arrest in the past few 
days, of dozens of terrorists who 
were trying to leave Beirut. An 
Israel Radio reporter said last night 
that dozens of barricades have been 
set up on roads Jeading out of Beirut 
— especially those going east — in 
the past 24 hours. The barricades 
are manned by Lebanese army and 


Christian Phalange troops. 

Barricade guards check all vehi- 
cles for terrorists trying to escape 
from Beirut. The Lebanese army 
commander in charge of the bar- 
ricades said many terrorists have 
been arrested at the barricades. 
Others have been discovered in the 
woods outside Beirut in the direc- 
tion of the Damascus road. 


UN admits military us: of school in Lebanon 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
UN confirmed yesterday that one of 
its vocational schools for Palesti-

Israel and the U.S. seem ta be 
engaged in a combined effort to 
step up the psychological pres- 
sure on the beleaguered PLO in 
West Beirut.

Herod’s concrete frames 
uncovered at Caesarea

CAESAREA. — Extensive remains 
of the wooden construction frames 
used by the engineers of King 
Herod to pour concrete blocks for 
the ancient port of Caesarea {about 
13 BCE) have been uncovered by an 
international team of underwater 
archeologists, working under the 
aegis of Haifa University. — . 

They are now completing their 
1982 season, which started on May 
22, at Caesarea Maritima, Herod's 
Metropolis and political capital of 
the Romans and Byzantines during 
their rule in Eretz Yisrael. Caesarea 
was one of the ancient world’s 
largest and technologically most 
sophisticated harbours. 

Herod was king of Judea from 37 
BCE until his death in 4 BCE 

The frames were uncovered in a 
remarkable siate- of preservation. 


Their construction and use are 
reported in the wrilings of Vitruvius, 
author of a Roman engineering 
treatise. Now a better under- 
standing of this important aspect of 
ancient technology will be possible. 
More than 60 participants from 
Israel. the U.S., Canada, Australia 
and Sweden, including scholars, stu- 
dents and volunteers, joined the 
Caesarea Ancient Harbour Excava- 
lion Project (CAHEP), organized by 
an international consortium of un- 
iversities, headed by the Cente for 
Maritime Studies of Haifa Univer- 
sity. Directors of the project are Dr. 
Avner Raban of Haifa University: 
Professors Robert Hohlfelder of the 
University of Colorado, John 
Oleson of the University of Victoria 
and R. Lindly Yann of the Univer- 
sity of Maryland. 
. The development of concrete. is 
attributed to the ancient Romans,

The Foreign Ministry issued a 
carefully worded statement vester- 
day expressing “astonishment’” at 
the European Economic Com- 
munity’s condemnation of Israel but 
also “satisfaction™ at the com- 
munity’s call for all foreign forces to 
leave Lebanon. The Israeli state- 
ment was in reaction to an EEC 
communique issued after a summit 
in Brussels this week. 

Israel's “astonishment” was 
directed at the fact “that the EEC 
has once again condemned the 
Israeli action in Lebanon, in spite of 
subsequent developments on the 
ground that show that {srael had no 
choice.” 

Foreign Ministry officials ex- 


plained that ‘‘subsequent 
developments” was meant to refer 
to Israel's unearthing of huge arms 
caches in Southern Lebanon. 

The Israeli statement went on to 
charge that the EEC's repeated call 
for the PLO to “be associated with 
the (peace) negotiations” itself 
“contravenes the peace process.” 

Noting “with satisfaction that the 
community has reached the conclu- 
sion that ail foreign forces must 
leave Lebanon,” the statement con- 
cluded with the “hope that the Ten, 
together with other parties among 
the international community, will 
contribute to speeding the libera- 
tion of Lebanon from the PLO ter- 
rorist. organization. (This) would 
strengthen the peace process.” 


UK ‘stops’ arms licences to Israel

WIMBLEDON (UPI). — To a 
Wimbiedon drenched by rain, drag- 
ged into the mud by disgruntled 
players and devoid of much excite- 
Ment, the sun came out at last, 
bringing with it a touch of royalty. 

Billie Jean King succeeded 
yesterday in giving’ this besmirched 
championship a new aura, absolute- 
ly delighting a packed cemre court 
crowd with 2 3-6, 6-4, 6-2 upset over 
third seed Tracy Austin. This vic- 
tory put the 38-year-old King imo 
the semi-finals. She is the oldest 
woman to reach so far in this hal- 
lowed tournament since Dorothea 
Lambert Chambers got to the semi’s 
at the age of 40. 

After being reminded that she is 
old enough to be the mother of 
Austin, who. is 19, King said, ‘This 
is very gratifying for me. Anything 
at this stage is a bonus.” 

King, already a six-time singles 
champion at Wimbledon, nest 
meets defending champion Chris 
Evert Lloyd. who advanced with 
an easy 6-2, 6-1 victory over Oth 
seed Barbara Potter. 

“I'm just happy Im here,” the 
(2th seeded King said of her up- 
coming match. “I'm going to go for 
it.” 

All the other activity yesterday 
went according to the form book, 
with the exception of a superb 
come-back victory by 21-year-old 
Tim Mayotte over fourth seed 
Sandy Mayer in a make-up third 
tound match, 

After dropping the first two sets, 
Mayotte resalved to “loosen up and 
have the courage to go for big 
shots," as he put it later. This policy 
carried him to a 3-6, 6-7, 6-4, 6-2, 6- 
4 wiumph. It was the second year in 
succession that Mayotte has 
bounced Mayer from Wimbiedon — 
John McEnroe, Jimmy Connors and 
Vitas Gerulaitis, the top three seeds. 
ail advanced to the quarter-finals 
with straight sets victories. All 
reported pleasure with their 
progress and current form. 

McEnroe, the defending cham- 
pion, had his service broken only 
once, and totalled 11 aces in beating 
Hank Pfister, 6-4, 6-4, 6-4. Connors 
required only an hour and 46 
minutes to dispose of Australian 
Paul McNamee, 6-2, 6-3. 6-1. 
Gerulaitis never dropped his service 
in a surprisingly swift 6-3, 6-4, 6-3 
conquest over [4th seed Roscoe 
Tanner. 

Also reaching the quarter-finals 
in straight sets were fifth seed Johan 
Kriek of South Africa, no. 6 Gene 
Mayer of the U.S. and no. 12 Mark

THE HUMAN losses in the Lebanon war are still being counted, At 
such atime it may sound callous to count the economic cost of the 
war and to ask how that cost should be paid. MK Shlomo Lorincz. 
chairman of the Knesset Finance Committee, has estimated the 
direct cost at some 1S25b, and the indirect cost at another 1S40b, The 
total cost. therefore. is some $2.5b, — or about 12 per cent ef the 


gross national product. 


It is a staggering amount. by any standard of measurement, and 
may still be far from the real and ultimate cost. It is nat, for example. 
clear whether MK Lorinez’s estimate takes into account the output 
lost through the mobilization of the reserves. Nor is it clear whether 
he has considered the possibility that many thousands of reservists 
will have to remain on active duty while the negotiations for ἃ 
political settlement go on, That could take months. 

Besides. the makeup of the economic cost is unusual, Due to 
Meticulous military planning and preparation, an overwhelming 
superiority in numbers, technical capability and sheer tuck, the 
Lebanese war has cost relatively little in the kind of military 
hardware — planes, tanks, artillery pieces — that we obtain from the 
U.S. The domestic cost, however. has been much higher. relatively.

It is already evident that the measures adopted so far — the in- 
crease of VAT from 12 to 15 per cent, the sales tax on securities, the 
price increases of subsidized goods and services, and the ridiculously 
Jow travel tax — are far from sufficient. The expected revenue from 
these measures — most of which will not be real because it will be im- 
mediately translated into higher inflation — will barely cover a quar- 
ter to a third of the cost estimated by the chairman of the Knesset 


Finance Minister Yoram Aridor so far has only one answer: a 
package deal. This, in plain language, means a cut in real wages. Ob- 
viously, wage earners will have to bear their share in paying for this 
war, What they are unlikely to swallow is that they alone should pay. 
or even that they should bear most of the burden, while others will be 
free to profiteer from the restocking of the arsenals, from exports to 
South Lebanon, and from the inevitable acceleration of inflation. 

Moreover, wages may be difficult to restrain even if the Histadrut 
and the various works committees agree to do so. A lengthy period of 
mobilization of the reserves is likely to cause a shortage of labour. 
particularly skilled labour, That is bound to pull up real wages regard- 
less of any package deals that may be arrived at. 

It is time to think of some economic measures that have so far been 
an anathema to our economic officialdom. For the moment there is, 
for example, an iron wall of opposition to any raise of direct taxes. 
The idea of imposing a tax on captial is met with a shudder; a capital 
gains tax is said to be unfeasible. 

All ‘these are measures which other countries have adopted in 
times of war. They should now be given a try. For one thing, Israel 
cannot expect the U.S. to cover the cost of the Lebanon war. The 
financial support of World Jewry, however generous, will not be suf- 


The people of Israel will therefore have to pay most of the cost out 
of their own resources. Pay they will, one way or another — but if the 
government wants them to pay willingly. it must see to it that there is 
an equitable sharing of the burden.

To the overwhelming majority of Knesset members, the cam- 
munists’ wholehearted devotion to the PLO. even at a time when the 
country is at war with that organization, might have been merely 
pathetic were it not utterly revolting. Yet the communists go through 
the motions of delivering speeches and heckling fellow orators and 
submitting resolutions, undeterred by the knowledge that all this hec- 
tic activity is in their case as productive as whistling in the wind. 

Of course, it is their right. Indeed it is the glory of Israel's 
democracy that it offers room under its roof for any political 
grouping, no matter how odious its views may be to most people, 
which finds the necessary minimal support among the electorate. 


It is therefore highly regrettable that Knesset Speaker Menahem 
Savidor should have so lost control of himself at the Tuesday debate 
on the war in Lebanon as to momentarily appear to revise the ground 
rules of democracy. An attempt by him to discipline Arab communist 
deputy Tewfik Toubi developed into a bitter verbal altercation in the 
course of which Mr. Savidor, forgetting the neutral character of the 
role thrust upon him, described himself as the Jewish-Zionist Speaker 
of a Jewish-Zionist Knesset, The implication was that Mr. Toubi, the 
Israel Arab communist, was there not by right but on sufferance. 

Mr. Savidor made it plain, even while hectoring Mr. Toubi, that he 
was under great emotional strain, and he repeated thts defence in a 
radio interview yesterday. The Speaker admitted to some contraven- 
tion of the Rules of the Knesset which, he confessed on radio, he had 
also practised in allowing the Likud and Alignment resolutions in the 
Knesset debate, unlike the communist resolution, to be voted only 
for and not against. But he would not take his words back nor

Artificial debate 


A STRANGE and, to my mind, 
wholly artificial debate has been go- 
ing on since the beginning of opera- 
tions in Lebanon over whether 
Israel's goals should be purely 
military ones or also political. 

Tn fact, no such distinction exists. 
As Clausewitz observed, war is “the 
continuation of political intercourse 
by other means.“ The outcome of 
every war has far-reaching political 
consequences, whether the aims of 
the war were clearly defined or not. 

The argument that the Israeli 
army should not be used to further 
political ends, or that its advance 
should have been halted — some 
even say the troops should have been 
withdrawn — once it reached the 
now-famous “40-km. line™ is either 
empty talk or rather sanctimonious 
pretence. 


The leading article in the 
Economist last week stated: “To 
others, Israel's action, quixotic in 
some ways and incomplete though it 
still is, restores some credit to ideas 
that many in the free world... were 
in danger of forgetting: the notions 
that diplomacy cannot succeed un- 
backed by availabfe force, that ag- 
gression should not be allowed to 
pay...” 

Actually. T took the liberty of 
doctoring that phrase somewhat. 
The respectable British weekly was 
not referring to Israel and the PLO, 
but to Britain and the Falklands. 
However, the “notions™ mentioned 
by the Economist aad true in either 
case, 


Thus, when Prof. Yermiyahu 
Yovel, one of Israel's more 
knowledgeable academics, raised 
an accusing finger in a television in- 
terview with Yaron London and 
stated that “there were political 
aims here and not just Peace for 
Galilee," one could not help 
wondering what exactly he meant 
by that. Should we rather have

PLO? What does “pushing the ter- 
rorists back 40 km.“ mean, if they 
will be able to retum once the 
Israeli troops have gone home?

country attains one or more of the 
following objectives: 

O That no PLO military head- 
quarters or armed presence remains 
in any part of Lebanon. 


1 That alter the withdrawal of 
Israeli troops, the 40-50 km. adja- 
cent to Israel's northern frontier 
will be taken over by an effective, 
multi-national force, preferably one 
grouped around an American “hard 
core,” a force that will in no way be 
subject to the UN. A strong local 
Lebanese police or gendarmerie 
force could supplement the multi- 
national force. 


O That Syria will either withdraw 
its troops from Lebanese soil 
altogether, or alternatively, re- 
deploy them in such a way that 
neither Lebanon's sovereignty nor 
Israel's security will be threatened 
or infringed upon. 


ISRAEL has paid a very high price 
in human lives in order to attain the 
military objectives of the operation 
against the Palestinian terrorists in 


Lebanon. it is this, perhaps more 
than anything else, that makes it 
imperative to ensure that there will 
never again exist a state of affairs

gression from Lebanon. : 

Let us return to ‘the “political” 
versus the “military” debate. Israet 
has endured for many years a situa- 
tion in which Lebanon served as the 
staging-area for an__organization 
dedicated to annihilating the Jewish 
state and its people.

ABOUT A. YEAR ago, a debate 
took place over a controversial bill 
before the Knesset that would have 
restricted the ability of the press to 
publish the name of a person under 
arrest, unless he himself requested 
such publication. 

Supporters of the bill defended it 
as a means of protecting the reputa- 
tion and right to privacy of arrested 
suspects who have not yet been con- 
victed.
